Dr. I. N. Love Resents an 
Insulting Letter. from 
Dr. Todd. 


An Unpleasant Exchange of 
Terse English Between 
Physicians. 


A Special Journalist Experi- 
ences Some of the Discom- 
forts of His Position: 


History and Incidents of the Matter in Dis- 
pute—An Editorial in the Medical Re- 
view That Roused the Ire of Dr. Le Grand 
Atwood—Dr. Todd Refuses to Know the 
Presumed Author of the Article and De- 


Trouble, 


The local medical profession has an incident 
to discuss which rather exceeds in import- 
ance the usual matter of doctors’ quarrels. 
They feel—the members of the profession do— 
that they are reciting the preliminaries, the 
prologue for a tragedy, in discussing what 
has happened. They feel, in turning over the 
facts, like diggers of graves upheaving sods. 
It is not a question of code—with either 
abigoralittlec. Itis not the expulsion of a 
member of a society that bears an unpro- 
nounceéable name, for letting a reporter know 
in acasual way that a big operation. was 
to be performed. It is simply and 
solely a fight, a bit of fisticuffs, that 
the interference of friends limited to 
one round. The physicians who were parties 
to the affair are well known in the city both 
by social and professional connections. 
They are products of St. Louis, 
both, and whatever they , have of 
note in regard to financial or professional 
acquisition was gained inthis city. Dr.s. N. 
Lave and Dr. Chas. A. Todd are possibly as 
well known here and abroad as any of the 
gentlemen who have achieved prominence by 
practice of healing arts in this part of the 
world. On Tuesday night they met in 
the Post-Graduate School, at the corner of 
Jefferson and Lucas avenues, at a meeting of 
the Medico Chirurgical Society, and when the 
}meeting adjourned Dr, Love “says he 
slapped Dr. Todd’s face. Thisfact ig dis- 
puted by the latter gentlemen, and physicians 
present knowing that there is such dispute, 
decline to commit themselves on the main 
point, admitting, however, that they thought 
theslap was administered. Friends of both 
gentlemen who were present at the meeting 
were exceedingly anxious that nothing 
should come of the affair and 
sought to hush it up and repair the damage 
done if possible. But they found neither 
gentleman willing to ignore the insults he 
had flung at the other or to modi- 
fy his language. When Dr. Love 
attacked Dr. Todd he applied to the latter a 
number of strong epithets, among them 
‘‘coward.’’ It was reported that Dr. Todd 
on this threatened to see more of Dr. Love and 
withdrew. ‘‘Tosee more of him’’ meant to 
fight him, to have a duel with him, to meet 
him at sunrise on an 1887 substitute for Bloody 
Island,as and they used to say in good old duel- 
lo days, ‘‘chastise’’ him. Up to date Dr. Love 
has not had occassion to refer any friend 


of Dr. Todd to his friend for the 
arrangement of preliminaries, although the 


possibility of such action has made the story 
of the quarrel travel outside the bounds of 
the Medico-Chirurgical Society. 

DR. LOVE 
was seen at his homethis morning by a Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter and asked for a statement 
of his difficulty with Dr. Todd. He did not 
wish to say anything about the affair, but con- 
sented to tell his story when assured that 
pu clication was inevitable. 

‘*I was present Saturday night,’’ he said, 
‘eat the meeting ofthe St. Lonis Medical So- 
ciety. Dr. E.H. Donelan of 8t. Joseph, a 
member ofthe State General Assembly, was 
present. He had introduced and secured 
the passage of an act, known as 
the ‘anatomy act, which enlarges 
and extends the privileges of colleges in the 
securing of subjects for dissection from the 
eleemosynary institutions, when the bodies of 
deceased inmates are not claimed by friends 
for burial. He had been brought to 
the meeting that the members of 
the society might have an opportunity of 
showing their appreciation of his efforts in 
behalf of the profession, an@ a case of sur- 
gical instruments was presented to him 
in the course of the evening. In 
bis reply to the presentation speech he 
said Dr. Charles A. Todd, who was present 
also by invitation, not being a member of the

I then moved the thanks 
society to Dr. Donelan and 
Dr. Todd for their services, and the motion 
carried. On the adjournment of the meeting, 
Iapproached Dr. Todd to speak to him. I 
have never been ifitimate with him 
but have been thrown in his society 
in a professional way for many 
years, and practice in families where he visits. 
He is a specialist,and so Ihave seen less of him 
than I would if he was a general practitioner. 
But I had no reason to think 
that he felt unfriendly toward me. 
He did not appear to recognize me when I ap- 
proached him, and I said: ‘You remember 
me, Dr. Todd?’ He said very brusquely: ‘I 
don’t know you sir, and have no desire to 
know you,’ and added & moment 
later: ‘I bave no desire to know 
you after your conduct last spring.’ I 
was Very much surprised by his action, which 
nothing that had occurred before led me to 
look for. My first impulse was to resent is, 
but remembering we had guests, and 
neither place nor time were opportune,

THE LETTER. 

Dr. I. N. Love: 

Strn—My objectin writing this is to correct a 

ssible mistake. In the interview summar- 
ly thrust upon me last evening you intimated 
tbat I had perhaps misjudged you. In such 
matters I am guided by a man’s acts. You 
and Wm. Porter were the active parties 
inthe control of the Review last spring, in 
which publication an editorial appeared on 
the very eve ofthe meeting of the American 
Medical Asssociation, which declared that the 
local profession did not want that meeting. This 
editorial was so flagrant a breach of commmon 
decency that the Association secretary wrote 
ug about it, but correctly referred it to a spite- 
ful jealousy. You personally followed up this 
fiagitious conduct by trying to derange 
our arrangements at the Exposition 
building. You did succeed in annoy- 
in the Association Officers. The 
criticism bestowed upon you for this by Dr. 
Atwood in his office, and in the presence of 
several of us only expressed the general 
sentiment. You probably remember 
the tenor of the remarks. Under 

e@ circumstances I consider and always 
shall consider your conduct at thia time as 
traitorous to the mew L whose repute you were 
bound to help maintain; as treacherous to 
the profession of which you were a trusted 
member; weno’ A as so utterly contemptible 
that you should not have been suffered 
to have held a place among honorable 
men. Possibly you were the tool of a shrewd- 
er schemer who let you run the length of your 
rope. Possibly also your egotism has not per- 
mitted you to see yourself as others see you. 
You are free to choose any alternative. At all 
events you now know my views.

WHAT IT MEANS. 

This letter Dr. Love proceeded to analyze 
and explain: ‘‘The meeting of the American 
Medical Association was set for St. Louis at 
the New New Orleans meeting. Dr. Le Grand 
Atwood, acting on his own responsibility, and 
without consultation with the St. Louis dele- 
gation, set forth to the Nominating Committee 
at that meeting the claims of St. Louis to the 
next meeting, and the committee de- 
cided that it should be held here. Many 
of the profession deprecated Dr. Atwood’s 
action and felt he had exceeded propriety by 
his action. They would rather have waited a 
year ortwo. And so up to a month before the 
meeting there was no iuterest taken in it. Dr. 
Atwood had become, because he secured the 
meeting here, chairman of the Commit- 
tee of Arrangements, and the work 
of that committee was very far 
behind whatit should be. At such time the 
editors of the Medical Review thought some- 
thing should be done, and an editorial was 
written to stirup the profession, but with no 
intention to offend any one.’’ 

The editorial appeared in the Medical Re- 
view for April 3, 1886. The first paragraph was 
as follows: 

The next meeting of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation in this city is nut as yet a subject of much en- 
thusiasm as far as the local profession is concerned. 
The Chairman of the Committee of arrangements 
invited the association here mainly on his own re- 
sponsibility and againstthe judgment of most if not 
all of the St. Louis profession. There were many 
reasons why the convention should not be held in St. 
Louis at this time. 

It ran on in that strain for nearly a page of 
the Review and was littie more than a clear 
expression of what the editors thought. Oth- 
erwise it was very harmless in appearance and 
restrained in tone. Despite the reason why 
the meeting should not be held at such time, 
the Review accepted the inevitable and 
wanted the meeting to be worthy of St. Louis 
hospitality and the profession. ‘‘The secre- 
tary of the association to whom Dr. Todd re- 
fers,’’ said Dr. Love, ‘‘came to understand 
the matter better at a later date, and saw 
no objection to the editorial. It has 
never been asked who wrote, the offending 
matter, butI, asa member of the Executive 
Comunittee of the Medical Press Associ- 
ation, the corporation that has charge 
of the Review, accepted my share 
of the responsibility. Dr. Atwood 
took a great deal of offense at it, and made 
ita personal matter. Before the association 
met I went to Secretary J. H. Johnston of 
the jexposition and told him it 
was the intention of the editors of 
the Review to issue a daily edition during the 
meeting, and we wanted aroom atthe Expo- 
sition for the use of our staff 
as a headquarters. He agreed to 
our having the Directors’ room, which was 
not included in the contract with Dr. Atwood. 
Atwood heard of this and went to President 
Kennard with representations that our’s was 
a ‘snide’ journal and it would greatly 
annoy the association if we were 
allowed in the  Wbuilding during the 
convention. Mr. Kennard then made an or- 
der excluding us from the Directors’ room. 
He told me afterward he was very 
sorry he had done so and * did 
not know but that we were a 
lot-eof charlatans or something very irregular 
from what he was told by Dr. Atwood. I de- 
termined we should have headquarters there, 
and az chairman of the Reception Com- 
mittee of the National Association of 
Medical Editors, which holds its meetings 
at the same time and place as the American 
Medical Association. I addressed to Dr. At- 
wood as Chairman of the Arrange- 
ments Committee for the latter, a com- 
munication asking for a room to bs 
used by the Editors’ Association as a head- 
quarters during the sessions. I took it to him 
in person, and he accepted the op- 
portunity of denouncing the Review 
in violent terms for the editorial 
criticizing him. I did not attempt to 
reply to him, seeing he was maniacally angry 
and not at all open to reason, but demanded 
an answer, yes or no, to my communication. 
It was this interview that Dr. Todd refers 
to in his letter, and the interference 
with the officers of the association of which 
he speaks was the success of my plan. Dr, 
Atwood was forced to reply in the affirma- 
tive, and the room assigned was furn- 
ished and occupied by the Review staff. 
Occasionally editors of other medical journals 
came In, but we occupied the room most of the 
time, greatiy tothe ehagrin of Dr. Atwood. 
In all this I knew of no 
who took the editorial as he 
did. Noone else made it a personal matter. 
Dr. Todd was not on the Committees of Ar- 
rangements, and as faras I know was not con- 
cerned in the preliminary matters.

You will admit J 
have thig right, and you will also admit that I 
have a right to regent being imposed upon.’’ 

‘*Did you not write a letter to Dr. Love?’’ 

‘‘I wrote him a private letter in order that 
he might not misunderstand my action on 
Saturday night, when he attempted to 
thrust himself upon me at the meeting 
of the St. Louis Medical Society, and think 
himself a martyr. If he has given that letter 
to the Post-DIsPaTCH I have nothing to say. It 
was sent to him privately. He chose to make 
asceneaboutitin a meeting of gentiemen 
where I went expecting only to find gentile- 
men.’’ 

‘*Did he not slap your face?’’ 

**He certainiy did not. No man ever did 
that, and if any man ever tried it something 
would happen to one of us.’’ " 

‘*Dr. Love has said he slapped your face.’’ 

‘*It he has said that, if he told you that, you 
can say for me, plainly, he lied. That is En- 
glish, I believe. He did a great deal of threat- 
ening as to what he would do, but he did not 
strike me. I would not allow any man to 
strike me,.’’

I wrote him the letter to 
make my refusal more clear.’’ 

Beyond this Dr. Todd would not discuss the 
basis of the quarrel, but reiterated several 
times his denial of the slap. He does not feel 
that he isplaced upon the defensive, or that 
any further action is necessary for the main- 
tainance of his dignity. 

DR. WILLIAM PORTER, 
referred to in the Todd letter, said: ‘‘The 
publication of the editorial in the Review 
I have regretted very much for the personali- 
ties that have arisen from it. If we had 
foreseen these results it would have 
been modified somewhat. Dr. Atwood has al- 
ways been a friend of mine, and we never in- 
tended to reflect upon him. The Review is 
controlled “by an association of a dozen 
physicians, who elect an ~ editorial 
committee. This committee consisted 
last spring of Drs. Love, Alt, 
and myself. We met every Monday night, and 
all editorial was passed upon by the con 
mitttee, none being used unless we ‘vised’ it. 
The offending editorial was passed in this 
manner, and was intended to stir up 
the profession, as it really did. The 
American Medical Association did not look 
upon it as did Dr. Atwood, and as I now learn 
Dr. Todd regarded it, but for the Inter- 
national Congress of Physicians which 
meets this year at Washington, and 
which is controlled by the Association, Dr. 
Love was appointed secretary of the depart- 
ment on the diseases of children, and I

Judge Cooley and Ticxet-Brokers.

THE CONSTITUTION’S CENTENARY. 

A good deal of discussion is going on in 
regard to the date which should be se- 
lected for celebrating the centenary of the 
adoption of the Federal Constitution. The 
instrument itself was adopted and sub- 
scribed by the convention Sept. 17, 1787, 
and it is contended very plausibly by some 
that all the subsequent ratifications by the 
States should be regarded as dating back 
to that day. This would fix the 17th of 
next September for thegelebration. 

thers advocate the date on which the 
Constitution became practically operative, 
which was March1, 1789, or the date on 
which WASHINGTON took the oath of office 
as the first President, April 80, 1789. As 
New Hampshire was the ninth State to 
ratify it, and her ratification, June 21, 
1788, mnade it binding, that date is held by 
some to be the most appropriate. 

But that would be celebrating the act 
of one State, the date of but one of the 
ratifications of which either alone would 
have been of no more avail than any of 
those which preceded or followed it. If 
we are to wake it a national celebration 
to commemorate a national act, we should 
take the date of some national act rather 
than that of some local event connected 
with the adoption. 

Each of the original States that ratified 
the work of the convention has good 
reason to celebrate the centenary of its 
act. But their \atifications were scattered 
through many \months, and of all the 
eveuts attending, the birth of our system 
the subseription of the Constitution by 
Gen. WasHINGTON and the convention 
which frained it was obviously the most 
potential. All that followed may now be 
regarded as merely consequences of that 
glorious promulgation of the people’s will. 
If any subsequent date is taken it should 
be March 1, 1789, when the new system 
went into practical operation. But while 
we celebrate the signing of the Declara- 
tion of Independence on the Fourth of 
July every year, we should celebrate the 
signing of the Constitution on the 17th of 
of September at least once every hundred 
years.

When substituted forthe push-button at the 
front door of a house, it converts an electric- 
bell system into a speaking telephone, The 
maid in the kitchen or the mistress in her 
parlor or boudoir can converse with the 
stranger atthe door without making the tour 
of the house. The telephone plate connected 
with the button is extremely sensitive 
and for short distances it is unnecessary 
for speaker or listener to raise the 
voice or to make aclose approach to the ap- 
paratus.

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THE GERMAN EMPEROR 
INTERESTING ANECDOTES CONCERNING 
THE VENERABLE RULER’S LONG LIFE. 


The Prophecy of Preciosa, the Famons 
Gypsy Girl—‘“‘A Great Crown, Great 
Victories and Great Age”—The Alliance 
Between Germany, Austria and Italy— 
Extravagance in Expenditures for the 
English Navy. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 24.—A number of anecdotes 
are related concerning Emperor William’s 
long life and the possible number of years 
still left to him. One, fiilustrating popu- 
lar superstition, is worth repeating: It is to 
the effect that at the time of the Furstenstag 
at Frankfort, in 1863, King William, one day 
walking in the neighborhood of Baden-Baden, 
accompanied by Herr Von Bismarck and a 
number of ladies and gentlemen, passed a 
gypsy hut. One of the ladies exclaimed: 
‘‘That is where the famous gypsy girl, Pre- 
ciosa, tells fortunes.’’ The party, who 
were in walking dress, entered the hut and 
had their fortunes told in succession,the King, 
whose identity had been concealed, coming 
last. Preciosa held his hand a long while in 
silence and then said: ‘‘I see a great crown, 
great victories and great age. You will live 
ninety-six years, but your last days will bring 
many troubles and much sorrow.’’ The 
King forgot all about the prophecy till in 1884, 
when ata ball atthe Russian Embassy in Ber- 
lin, the Hungarian Countess Erdody, whose 
mother was a Tassigane, was presented to 
him. During the conversation it was inci- 
dentally mentioned that the Countess 
possessed @he giftof chiromancy. The Em- 
peror hel£ out his hand and the Countess 
after exAmining it gravely said: ‘‘Your 
majesty is destined to live ninety-six years.’’ 
The Enfperor, itis added, was much struck by 
the cofneidence. 

Acording to the Vienna Tagblatt physicians 
of the Emperor havedeclared thathe has no 
orgsic failing, and that there is nothing to 
prevent him from attaining the age of 100, pro- 
vided he takes care of himself. But this is just 
what he does not do. According to authentic 
datistics there are at presentin the Kingdom 
of Prusssia no less than 5,000 persons over 
90 years of age; 600 of them are ten years 


/older than the f£mperor. In all parts of Prus- 


sia there are plenty of people between ninety 
The oldest are to be found in 
the provinces of Posen, and East and West 
Prussia. 
THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 
Certain important results sre discernible in 
the picture of social gaiety in Berlin. The km- 


peror’s intimate relations with the represen- | 


tatives of Austria and Italy demoovstrate the 
correctness of the report concerning the triple 
aliance between Germany, Austria and Italy. 
The danger of war in Europe seems to have dis- 
appeared for the present. 

The Times of yesterday, in speaking of the 
new triple alliance, briefly sums up the situa- 
tionthus: ‘‘The relations between Austro- 
Ilungary and Russia have been critical of late, 
and there have not been wanting grounds for 
apprehension that the peace of Europe 

ht be menaced by the conclusion of an un- 
derstanding between France and Russia. But 


the renewal of the alliance between Germany | 
| the departments and of the Senate and House 


Austro-Hungary and Italy, on the basis more 
or less clearly defined of mutual defense in 
certain contingencies, bas 
strengthened the securities for the mainten- 
ance of peace. It seems to be thought in 
France that the renewal of this alliance is 
inimieal to French interests. Itis difficult to 
understand how this can be the case, uniess 
France really cherishes designs which have 
been constantly disavowed. No doubt France 
would be tempted to seek her own advantage, 
if Germany were drawn into war with 
another power. But it is no dis- 
advantage to France to be _ screened 
from this temptation except on the hypothesis 
that she really desires war. The case of Rus- 
sia issomewhat different. It is plainthat Rus- 
sia desires the attainment of certain objects in 
Bulgaria, and that her interests are directly 
opposed to those of Austro-Hungary. If the 
two powers stood alone, a collision of their 
respective interests would constitute a serious 
menace to the peace of Europe. But Austro- 
Hungary no longer stands alone. Germany on 
the one hand and Italy on the other stand be- 
side her. The military strength of Russia, vast 
as it is, must needs recoil before such acom- 
bination.’’ 
NAVAL EXPENDITURES. 

Some of the advocates of the expenditure of 
millions on the new navy for the United States 
would find but little comfort in the fact 
brought out in the debate in the House of 
Commons on the admiralty estimates. En- 
gland has been held up to usas a model by the 
advocates ofa great American navy. In the 
House debate it was shown that much of the 
money spent by Great Britain in this direction 
has been worse than wasted. It is not official- 
ly admitted that the whole of the 
belted cruiser class draw too much water to 
render their armor belting of much use. This 
admission from Lord George Hamilton, speak- 
ing on behalf of the Navy Department, was ex- 
plained by Mr. Southerland to mean that these 
vessels, with 400 tons of coal on board, would 
have only five inches of protected belt above 
water while their full complement would make 
itsix inches below. In other words, these 
vessels, which have cost enormous sums of 
money, are of no use whatsoever for the pur- 
pose for which they were constructed. The 
Ajax, whieh cost £552,000 only a few years ago, 
is now declared on the highest authority to be 
unfit for sea. Whentothese gross failures in 
construction are added the mismanagement 
which squanders tens of thousands of pounds 
in the improper allotment of contracts, and a 
kind of careless supervision which comes 
very near to being corruption, one has a pict- 
ure of the way things are done at the British 
admiralty. This might be studied with ad- 
Vantage by the American Congress.

THE THETIS. 
The Famous Arctic Steamer Going on a 
Cruise in Alaskan Waters. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1spaton. 

New Yore, March 24.—To-day the steamer 
Thetis leaves the Brooklyn Navy Yard for Nor- 
folk. She will carry forty-five mea of the 
drait for the United States steamer Ossippee, 
which is at Portsmouth Navy Yard, and the 
United States steamer Despatch, which will 
leave about the same time, will carry an equal 
number. The Thetis will be remembered as 


one of the vessels of the great Arctic expedi- 
tion, and was commanded by Lieut, Emory, 
Jr., who wasin charge of thé Bear on her 
errand of mercy to the Arctic regions. She has 
been thoroughly overhauled and her ultimate 
destination is Alaskan waters, where she will] 
cruise three years tothe northward, It is ex. 
eg that she will reach Norfolk on Satur- 

ayand after being inspected will start for 
San Francisco. No orders have yet been re- 
ceived. Under sail it will take six months to 
reach the Golden Gate, but if steam is used 
she will make it in four months, providing she 
makes 180 milesaday. Since 1866 the seal, 
halibut and cod fisberies around Aluska have 
had no protection except such as has been 
afforded by the revenue cutter. The 
Bear, which is now a revenue. cutter, 
is stationed at St. Michael’s off the mouth of 
the Yulion River, and goes into the Arctic 
to protect the whaling fleet.

Still 
further, Sir John Washington, who died 
revious to October 6, 1678, had two wives, 
Mary (Curtis), who was burned at 
Islip in Northamptonshire, and 
Dorothy, who survived him, and 
was buried at Fordham, in Cambridge- 
shire. But our Virginia John states in his 
will, 1675, that he brought his first wife 
from England with him, and that she died 
and was buried, with two children, on his 
own plantation, and that the name of his 
second wife, his executrix, was Anne. 
Many other proofs might be adduced, 
but it fs useless to reiterate what has been 
so many times publighed and commented 
on. The pedigree off George Washington 
ends at present with his great-grand- 
father, John, the emigrant. We 
do not know who John’s parents 
were, or from what county in 
England he came. Col. Chester, how- 
ever, had facts enough in his possession to 
satisfy him thatJohn and Lawrence did 
not belong to the Sulgrave family, but 
were probably from a still more northerly 
county. Had he lived he might have 
solved this very interesting genealogical 
problem. Perhaps itis reserved for Mr. Wa- 
ters,who has been so successful in ferreting 
out the antecedents of John Harvard, to 
give us the true history of our Washing- 
ton family. But whatever the future 
may bring forth, it is assuredly time that 
this hydra-headed error of the Garter 
King at Arms was finally buried, or at 
least kept out of books intended for 
children.

MANNING’S BANK. 


wo Thousand Shares of the Western Na- 
tional Sold—Mr. Canda’s Statement. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, March 24.—Two thousand shares 
of the stock of the Western National Bank of 
New York were sold yesterday at the Consoli- 
dated Exchange at 92, that being the price as 
given in the official report of the exchange, 
This bank, is the one organnized by Treasurer 
Conrad N. Jordan and of which Secretary Dan- 


fel H. Manning, isto be president. The bank 
is to be opened May 1, inthe Equitable Buila- 
ing. Meantime, Mr. Manning and Mr. 
Jordan are on their way to 
Europe, the latter to return before May 1, 
but the date of Mr. Manning’s return is un- 
certain, When the subscription blanks for 
the new bank were opened the rush for the 
stock was unprecedented, The stock was 
quickly taken up and the capital had to be in- 
creased in order to meet the demand for stock, 
which was taken at par, and afterwards, itis 
reported, sold as high as 115. The decline to 
92 excited much remark yesterday. It was 
attributed to the fear that is entertained that 
Mr. Manning will never be able to assume the 
direction of the bank’s affairs, because of his 
shattered health., The bank was ‘‘boomed’’ 
on his connection with it, and if he should 
Grop out of the enterprise, the Western 
National Bank could no longer be known as 
Mr. Manning’s bank. Charies J. Canda, who 
has the management of the new bank pro 
tem., stated last night that the rumor that 
any stock had been sold below par was ab- 
surd. The bank had not yet done any busi- 
mess. ‘‘Mr. Manning,’’ he said, ‘‘is not 
seriously ill, and will reach the other side 
to-day.’’ All the stock has been-taken up, 
and such was the demand for it that we had 
tocutthe apportionment of shares down 50 
ercent.

THE BIG RACE. 


UNCERTAINTY AS TO THE COURSE OF THE 
CORONBT AND DAUNTLESS.

One of the Yachts Seen Scudding Under 
Bare Poles—A Gale That May Interfere 
With the Race—Vanderbilt’s Yacht Se- 
verely Tested—Hoosiers Who Want More 
Pay — Base Ball Chat and sporting 
Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New York, March 2%.—‘‘No news of the 
yachts’’ are the concluding words of the re- 
ports of the captains of all incoming steamers 
which have arrived here since the captain of 
of the British Prince at Philadelphia reported 
having seen them 460 miles east of Sandy 
Hook. Now that the day on which it is antict- 
pated that they will arrive at Roche’s Point, 
their destination, approaches rapidly, all who 
take an interest in the race are anxiously 
awaiting the latest intelligence as to their po- 
sition. Their courses appear to have been 
out of those usually followed by ocean 
steamers. A review of the logs of all the in- 
coming vessels since the start ten days ago, 
shows that during the forepart ofall their voy- 
ages moderately ‘tair weather was experienced 
continuing tillthe region of the Banks were 
reached. Then came stormy and squally 
weather with high, confused seas. This fact 
leads many tothink that if the Banks were 
passed without any mishaps or delays, the re- 


maining part of the voyage will 
be accomplished under favorable cir- 
cumstances. Capt. Braes of the State Line 


steamer Nebraska, which left Glasgow, March 
ll, reports having had variable winds and 
clear weather tothe banks. March 19, six ice- 
bergs were encountered. Ali the officers ob- 
served a ciose iook-out for the yachts, but 
nothing was seen of them. The National Line 
steamer Queen came by the very northerly 
course, almost the one taken by the Rugia, 
which reported having sighted a schooner re- 
sembling the Dauntless, but she saw n0 
schooners at all. 


Under Bare Poles. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

PORTLAND, Me., March 24.—The steamer 
Oregon, from Liverpool, arrived here yester- 
day, after a disagreeable passage. First Offi- 
cer Wardburn told a Post-DISPATCH corre- 


spondent to-day that last Thursday and Fri- 
day they encountered a very severe easterly 
gale, which compelled every vessel in sight to 
go under close double reef. 

‘*If the Dauntiess or Coronet were in our 
vicinity,’’ said he, ‘‘and all accounts place 
them close by, they had a hard time of it, 
and must have made little or no headway. 
It was a dead beat tothe windward in one of 
the roughest seas ever known on 
the Atlantic. The captain of a brig spoken by 
us said he had sailed over 300 miles to make 
less than a degree and I feel sure that the 
yachts could not do as well. On Friday the 
ook-out reported a schooner-rigged craft 
away to port, scudding under bare poles. 
This may have been one of the yachts. If they 
can make way againstua gale like that thev are 
better than most yachts. Mark my words 
those boats will be badly delayed by the gale, 
and will arrive much later than expected, No 
vessel could get on in sucha sea.’’ 

The officer said the gale lasted until Sunday 
and damaged the steamer so badly thatshe 
was obliged to put into Halifax.

Wm. K. Vanderbilt’s New Yacht Tested 
by a Gale. 
By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, March 24.—The steamer Alva, 
W. K. Vanderbilt’s new yacht returned trom 
her trial voyage to the West Indies, yester- 
pay. As she lies at her berth, with her storm 
Stained mahogany panels, her rigging some- 
what battered, the carpets up in Mrs. V.’s 
suite of rooms, ths whits and gold paint of 
the saloons stained by streaks of salt water, it 


is evident that the yacht had alively expe- 
rience in the recent gale and was as thorough- 
ly tested from the seagoing stand- point as Ler 
owner could have wished*® 

The yacht left New York on the morning of 
February 7, and made‘her course for Havana. 
On board were Mr. and Mrs. Vanderbilt, their 
daughter Consuelo and the boys William K., 
Jr., and Harold, with their governess and 
. V.’s maid. The guests were W. A. 
Hoyt, W. H. Gray, G. H. Redman, Dr. Keyes 
and F. L. Beach. The weather was pleasant 
on the trip down, and the yacht was pushed 
to her fullest capacity, the rate of speed with 
sail and steam being a little over sixteen miles 
per hour. Between5and6o’clock Saturday, 
February 19, they entered the harbor of 
Havana and lay at anchor four days. From 
Havana the yacht visited Cienfuegos and 
went thence to Jamaica. They were 
boarded by the Health oflicer at 
the entrance of the bay, however, and 
informed that small-pox was raging, which 
news caused theni to turn around without an- 
choring and make for Santiago de Cuba. 
Here a pleasant stay was had. A number of 
visitors were received, and the night before 
departure Mr. Brooks, the American Consul, 
was entertained at dinner. Thence they sailed 
forGuantanamora. From there they cruised 
to Port au Prince, Hayti, and thence to Nas- 
sau in the Bahama group, the weather being 
delightful. From Nassau they crossed to 
Brunswick, Ga. At Port Royal, S. C., Mrs. 
Vanderbilt and the children, accompanied 
by Dr. Keyes and Mr. Gray, not caring 
to round Hatteras in unpromising weather, 
leftthe vessel, coming home by rail. The 
yacht left Port Royal Sunday afternoon. The 
weather was thick andsqually and no canvas 
was set. The wind began to blow strongly 
from the eastward about Monday noon and in- 
creased to a heavy gale toward dark. The 
night was a very dark and rough one Hat- 
teras was passed between 7and 8 o’clock. At 
10:30 o’clock next day the wind chopped 
around to the Northwest, kicked up a heavy 
cross sea, and blew a perfect hurricane. Every 
time a sea struck the yacht the spray made ua 
clean breach over her, fore and aft and mast 
high. She behaved admirably through all, 
however, and experienced no mishap. Mr. 
Vanderbilt and Mr. Hoyt in sou’westers, oil 
skins and rubber boots, were on deck 
during the heaviest weather but sought the 
seclusion that the cabin grants as soon as the 
wind lessened. In spite of the head winds, 
the vacht averaged twelve knots an bour, 
making therun from Frying Pan Shoals to 
Scotian! Lights in sixty hours. The saloon 
furniture was damaged somewhat by the gale, 
the heavy mahogany tablein the dining-room 
breaking loose and crushing into the silver 
case on the portside. Inthe library a heavy

THE PRETTY YOUNG ACTRESS’ STRANGE 
INFATUATION FOR HER DOCTOR. 


Carriage Riding Which Displeased the 
Young Lady’s Parents—A Bogus Tele- 
gram Which Enabled Miss Folsom to 
Join Her Lover—Efforts of Mr. and 
Mrs. Folsom to Recover Their Daughter 
—Legal Proceedings. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-VISPATCH. 

New YORK, March 24.—At the time Mme. 
Victoria Morosini Schilling was playing in 
‘‘Ermine’’ at the Casino last year Miss Agnes 
Folsom was alsoin the play. Miss Folsom 
was becoming very well known at that time, 
and since then she has achieved greater dis- 
tinction. When Mme. Schilling was taken ill, 
Miss Folsom became her attentive and solicit- 
ous nurse. Miss Folsom’s mother also be- 
came interested in Mme. Schilling, and mother 
and daughter were assiduous in their atten- 


tions. While they were thus engaged, 
both of them contracted typhoid mal- 
aria, and for a time the con- 
dition of Miss Folsom was somewhat 
critical. During her illness Druggist Edward 


Ruland, whose place of business is at the cor- 
ner of Forty-third streetand Seventh avenue, 
recommended Dr. Cate, and the doctor at- 
tended Miss Folsom and hermother. From 
subsequent developments it appears that in 
the course of his ministrations Dr. Cate and 
Miss Folsom became very much interested in 
each other. She recovered and the acquaint- 
anceship withthe physician seemed to have 
come to.anend. Prior to her entire recovery 
be recommended carriage riding among 
other things. On some occasions he accompa- 
nied Miss Folsom on these rides, and some 
of them lasted for hours, and the parents of 
Miss Folsom considered this conduct unwise 
andimproper. The pair did not return from 
one of the rides until 2 o’clock inthe morning, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Folsom admonished their 
daughter and advised her to discontinue her 
intimacy with Dr. Cate. This was not done, 
however,and early in the month of September 
last Mr. and Mrs. Folsom went to Boston, 
where the former was engaged in business.

ENTICED AWAY. 

It was not long, however, after the removal 
to Boston before Miss Folsom received a tele- 
graphic dispatch from this city, which read: 

‘‘Come on. I have gotagood engagement 
for you.’’ 

To this was attached the name of Mana- 
ger McCaull. It is now alleged, upon the 
authority of Miss Folsom’s parents, that the 
dispatch was sent by Dr. Cate. They also 
state that the statement that appeared inthe 
newspapers shortly preceding this, which 
purported to come from Miss Folsom, an- 
nouncing her withdrawal from the stage, 
was likewise prepared by Dr. Cate. There 
was little doubt that Miss Folsom was aware 


that the telegram calling her to this city was 
sent by Dr. Cate. At the Boston depot she 
kissed her mother affectionately and bade her 
father good-by, saying that she would be 
back with them in a tew days. It was with 
many misgivings that her parents saw her de- 
part, however, for their suspicions had been 
aroused. The fact that she did not return 
confirmed thése suspicions. It was a consia- 
erable time after her departure that Mrs. Fol- 
som came to this city to find her daughter. 
To her grief and shame she found that Agnes 
was living at 338 West Fifty-eighth street, 
where Dr. Cate was also residing. 
was formerly owned by 

man Masterson, who was 
being thrown out of his carriage. 
Mrs. Masterson and her family still occupy 
part of the house, but there is nothing toshow 
that they were aware of anything improper in 
the matter. Accompanied by a friend Mrs. 
Folsom visited the house and tried to see her 
daughter, butwas unable todoso. They then 
went to 37 West Forty-second street, where 
Dr. Cate has aday office, and there she met 
with avery brusque reception, Dr.Cate order- 
ing them from the house. On the day following 
Mra. Folsom returned to the house on Fifty- 
eighth street, determined to see her daughter.

Regardless of protestations at the door, 
she made her way up stairs and 
there found her daughter. There was 


A PITIFUL AND EXCITING SCENE 
between the two, during which the daughter 
resented her mother’s interference in her 
affairs. At first she denied that Dr. Cate lived 
in the house or that she had anything todo 
with him, but before she parted with her 
mother she admittea that the suspicions were 
well founded. The mother begged Agnes to 
come to her, but the girlexpressed a doubt 
whether Dr. Cate would be willing tc have her 
go. Mrs. Folsom returned to Boston. It was 
then determined that legal measures should 
be resorted to. Yesterday, through Lawyer 
Munday, Mr. and Mrs. Folsom applied to 
Judge Patterson fora writ of habeas corpus, 
which was granted, requiring Dr. Cate to pro- 
duce Miss Folsom in court to-day. 

When the PostT-DIspaTcH correspondent 
saw Mr. and Mrs. Folsom last night they were 
broken-hearted, and it was with much reluc- 
tance that they consented to my anything 
about the matter.

For more than &@ year an 
engagement of marriage has existed between 
Miss Folsom and W. E. Baidwin of Brooklyn.

There wasan 
altercation, and Dr. Cate is alleged to have 
taken Mr. Baldwin by the throat. The latter 
has brought suit against Dr. Cate for dam- 
ages for assault and battery.

BROKER TRAVIS. 


The Popular New York Capitalist Reported 
Dying at Bermuda. 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DISPATCH 

NEW YORK, March 24.—The many friends of 
W. R. Travers have received with deep regret 
the authentic information that there is no 
hope of his recovery. His case is so desperate, 
indeed, that it is expected that the next 
steamer from Bermuda will bring home his 
dead body. Mr. Travers was best known in 
Wail street, where he spent the best years of his 
life. His quaint stories will long be repeated 
in the neighborhood of the Stock Exchange. 
He has been a member of the Exchange for 
thirty-three years, and although he has 
not been active on the floor for the 
last twenty years, he has main- 
tained his fondness for speculative 
ventures. He is aspecial partner in two well- 
known firms. He has been associated with 
them since their establishment, about four- 
teen years ago. Thelate J. D. Perry was a 
nephew, and had been in partnership with 
him years before. D. B. Van Emberg of the 
other firm, wasaboyin 863, in the firm of 
Van Schaack & Massett in which Mr. Travers 
and the late G. Osgood were special partners. 
Mr. Travers had many other business associa- 
tions in the course of his long ca- 


reer. As a speculator he was inclined to 
be cautious and econservatiye. It is 
said to be doubtful if he ever 
was short of aline of 60,000 shares of stock, 
although he occasionally approached that fig- 
ure. Dr. Shelton and Addison Cammack, who 
were his contemporaries at that time, thought 
in as large an amount in a 
single day. His proclivities were always to be 
on the ‘‘bear side’’ of the market, aithough 
he once made a famous operation onthe long 
side. In the fall of 1868 a large pool was 
formed in Pacific Mail, andtheentire manage- 
ment of itwas placedin his hands. The price 
was run up to 130 or more on the story that the 
company had bought out an active opposi- 
tion line. The pool made a great deal of 
money, owing largely totbe skillful manage- 
ment of Travers. That was possibly the only 
important ‘‘deal’’ in which Mr. Travers ever 
took an active interest. He was inclined to 
operate on hisown judgment and for his sin- 
gle account. 
HE MADE A FORTUNE 
in the panic of 1873, when he was short onan 
unusually large number of stocks. He did not 
cover his saies until long afterthe panic, 
when prices sank lower than atthe time of 
the financial disturbance. His fortune is es- 
timated at from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000. The 
senior member of a prominent house in 
Wail street, with which Mr. Travers 
has been identified, said yesterday 
that Mr. Travers’ principal characteristic 
was his willingness to help young men along 
when he saw them displaying industry, intel- 
ligence and capacity in business. When a 
man had once won his contidence, it was not 
a question of money with him, his friend could 
command $100,000 as easily as a dollar. And 
Mr. Travers was always loyal to his friends, 
If he had reason to believe that a friend was 
square he would not listen to any clamor 
against him, and would not change his 
judgment except upon the most convincing 
proof of his unworthiness. He was a4 
perfect gentleman, couteous and polite to 
every one, andif any man met him whom he 
did not fancy, not a trace of feeling could be 
found in his manner. It was when Iwas a 
clerk in a broker's office that 1 met Mr. 
Travers at Saratoga, years ago, on the grand 
stand at the racing track. I don’t believe he 
hardly more than knew my name, but he was 
as cordial and agreeable asif be had known 
me for years. He never had a harsh word for 
any one. The worst thing I ever heard him Say 
about a man was when a person was publicly 
accused of improper transactions, he said: ‘I 
know there is a good deal that may be said on 
the other side, but these charges have been 
made by so and so, a reputable man, and they 
have not been answered. Neither you norl 
would let them go unanswered, and all I can 
say is that Mr. ——is eitheracoward or else 
he is a bad man.’ 
REMARKABLY GOOD JUDGMENT. 

‘‘Mr. Travers had remarkably good judg- 
ment, and I never had occasion to regret fol- 
lowing his advice. In the early part of 1884 he 
said: ‘There has been a great shrinkage in 
values. The losses must have fallen some- 
where. May be they fell on rich men and may 
be on poor men, but there must be some one 
bearing them up, and perhaps they are hidden 
upin defalcations. Ido notcare to do any- 
thing in stocks until there are developments 
to show where the losses lie, or whether any- 
thing is being covered up.’ In May the Grant 
and Ward developments justified Mr. Travers. 
I remember telling him once that I never went 
away from business to seeahorserace. He 
seemed much amused, and remarked, ‘What? 


I have. You must not work too hard; 
don’t tie yourself to business too 
closely.’ And he enjoyed all of the 
life that he could get. He would make 
a@ successful operation and then rest 
himself and have a good time fora while. Mr. 


Travers’ skill in repartee you know, is fam- 
ous. Heis very wealthy, and while I cannot 
recall any particular anecdote, I have seen 
him more than apparently ina bad corner, 
and yet when everyone was sure the laugh 
was on him he would turn it completely on his 
would-be tormentor.’’
